Rising prices, shortage of 
chemicals and higher interest 
rates are putting an economic

Problems such as these have 
resulted in the farmer being 
unable to afford the luxuries 
he may have enjoyed before 
th e 
c u r r e n t 
round 
of 
inflation 
and 
shortage of 
agricultural materials. 
Farmers may be receiving 
higher prices for their crops 
this year, but their operating 
costs are escalating at a faster 
pace. For example, a ton of 
fertilizer cost approximately 
$90 in 1973. This year the 
cost may run as high as $200. 
A nother example is in the 
rise 
in 
prices 
of 
farming 
equipm ent. 
According 
to 
Lenzie Beck, president 
of 
Beck & McCord Auction Co. 
Inc., a tractor which cost 


$6,800 new in 
1967 will 
bring as much as $8,000 on 
the auction market today. 
The same tractor— bought 
new at to d ay ’s prices— would 
cost as much as $13,000, 
Beck added. 
The farmer is also facing a 
new 
problem 
of receiving 
delivery of equipm ent. If he 
decides to buy a new tractor, 
it might have to be ordered 
as early as January to be 
received by summer. 
A c c o r d i n g 
t o 
Ken 
Williams, vice president of 
Sikeston Production Credit 
A ssociation, 
the 
sudden 
shortage of farm item s is a 
result of price controls the 
federal government placed on 
so many items. “ Items are 
being 
shipped 
to 
other 
countries where there is not a 
price control,” he said. 
High 
interest rates and 
the 
assessment 
value 
are 


factors 
the 
farmer must 
consider when he purchases 
additional land. 
I n t e r e s t 
r at es 
have 
climbed 
to 
approxim ately 
nine per cent— higher than 
ever before. 
Williams 
said 
more 
property taxes are paid in the 
Sikeston R- 6 School District 
than in any other location in 
Scott County. 
“ An 
individual 
must pay school taxes when 
he may not have any children 
in school,” he remarked. 
Williams also said income 
taxes also hit farmers hard. 
“ A lot of farmers do not 
have the money to pay their 
taxes...some will be paying as 
high as $50,000,” he said. 
Mike Bollinger, associate 
manager of 
Federal 
Land 
Bank Association, said the 
location and productivity of 
land will determ ine whether 


it will sell for $200 an acre or 
$ 1,200. 
Bollinger also said the 40- 
acre farm is now in larger 
demand than before because 
many urban residents would 
like to live on a small farm. 
During 1966, 1967 and 
1968, land transactions were 
on the rise, but after 1968, it 
began to fall off as much as 
$50 to $100 an acre, he 
remarked. 
I f 
a 
farmer 
has 
a 
productive crop and receives 
good 
prices, 
he tends to 
purchase more land. A bad 
crop 
year such 
as 
197 2, 
which 
was 
beset 
by 
an 
unusually wet harvest season, 
tend to force small farmers 
out of business, especially if 
all their money has been 
invested in a crop they can’t 
get o u t of the field.
